PEACH TREES--On Peach, Leading Varieties. 


Our Peach Trees are budded on seedlings grown from Tennessee and Alabama Pits. They 
are free from aphis or root-knots, and have fewer borers than those from most nurseries. 

We can supply beautiful medium and small-sized peach trees this year. The lands upon 
which our peach trees are grown produces a light, well-matured tree, with fine roots. 
These trees will answer well the purpose of “June Buds,” and are very much better to trans- 
plant, as they will be well matured to the terminal bud, while June Buds are often tender at the 
tips.

ForMS OF PAYMENT.—AI]I bills are payable at 
the office of the seller, and remittances should.
